From the SHJUO "Rites" we learn that 


in the dormitory each monk had a little 
chamber to himself with a window, or 
a bit of a \vndow, aud iu the window a 
desk for books, so thai ho cuuld study, 
if he pleased, in the hours si>eut iu the 
dormitory. 
Special directions were 


given that the inuuks and novices were 
not to be disturbed iu their "carrells" 
while they were studying. 


In their care for education in days 


\VMG£! Uju training for the yGUIi^, anVo 
iu arms and field sports, was compara- 
tively little thought of. the record of 
the monastic orders is an honorable oue. 
Besides maintaining a "soiig school," 
the more important bonnes regularly 
trained their noviivs m other learning; 
and again, to use the words of the 
"Durham Rites," "yf the Muister dyd 
see that any of them wears apte to 
learnyuge aud dydappliehis books, and 
bad a pregnant wyt withall. then the 
Master dyd let the Prior have intelli- 
gence. Then streighteway tifter, he was 
sent to Oxford to school. " Other peo- 
ple, too, sent their sous to the monks 
for education, which was soiuotiiutui 
giveu freely and sometimes paid for. 


Mention has been made of Oxford. 


The "Durham College," besides the 
pupils sent up from the abbey, ad- 
mitted regular student*. 
A purely 


monastic college as early as A. D. 1283 
•was founded in Oxford for 18 monks of 
St. Peter's abbey, Gloucester This, be- 
fore the end of the thirteenth century, dn- 
veioped into a great Benedictine house 
of learning, and a long list of abbeys 
united together to maintain this Bene- 
dictine college at Oxford, which flour- 
ished until the reformation.—Quar- 
terly Review. 


A Fire Cart&iu oi Water. 


All effective device for the protection

Silo 


Dairymen should remember several 


important poiuu iu 
thu procedures. 


First, the pit should be utudu sweet and 
clean before tho fiwider gtfcvs iuto it. 
If 


yon throw the tjilagu iuto u musty, foul 
place, the ferutttute<l feed will partake 
of that characteristic next winter. 


Second, the whole silo should be ex- 


amined for any possible crovifes or air- 
holes before filling begins. 
I am sur- 


prised ut the poorly constructed silos 
oue often st't's, and al*» to nut) them 
sometimes filled whoro tlioy have btvu 
badly straiiiwl by previous piickiug, a 
brace or two uu the outside being the 
ouiv evidence of repair. 


The admittance uf air iu such placfis 


spreads ruin to the contents fr.r u wide 
WWH atwut rh«n. fc!uch liiri&tt arts purvly 
uiiUfcassiary, as is also tint loss of a dut.<p 
stratum of silu^i.; ut the top. 


Don't iguoru tho principle of making 


the silo us nearly airtight as possible 
ft»d of j-iur-Uhig tht» fodder iu cloM-ly. 
For both facility iu removing and con- 
venience in pm-king .solidly the cuues 
are usually chopped up into short s*-o- 


3n*t 
This luoilt:, by no means, how- 


ever, precludes the perfisct preservation 
of fodder put in whole. 


As fiue samples of ensilage as I ever 


saw worn fermented under the latter 
conditions, but the corn was carefully 
packed, well weighted mid ui:tdt< prae,- 
tically airtight. 


The importance of this subject is 


great in view of the increasing depeud- 
euce placed ou ensilage for a winter 
dairy milk diet. 
The greatest disap- 


pointment iu the use of ensilage has 


or indifferent in making it.—George E, 
Newell iu American Cultivator.

To Puck Butter For Winter. 


Good butter may bo safely packed to 


keep six mouths or more if the right 
way is taken. It used to be done years 
ago, when it was the. custom to keep the 
surplus product for sale then, there be- 
ing no winter dairying to supply the de- 
mand. The butter must be naturally 
good and sweet and worked quite free 
from the buttermilk by thorough wash- 
ing. There need be no fear that this 
will hurt the butter, for it cannot take 
anything from it. the fat being wholly 
insoluble in water, and only the butter- 
milk will be washed out of it, which it 
must be, or it will boa detriment to the 
butter as producing changes of tho fat 
into volatile acids, by which the butter 
is made strong aud finally rancid. 
The 


best packages for this use are glazed 
earthen jars or sweet, clean white oak 
or spruce tubs, painted or varnished on 
the outside. 
Tho tuba are foukeil in 


brine, then scalded, then washed iu two 
or three waters, then rubbed with fine 
•alt inside, and while wet the butter is 
packed in them, being firmly pressed 
down so as to leave no vacancies in the 
mass. 


When tho package is filled to within 


half au inch of the top. aclcun cloth, or, 
better, some parchment p;iper, is fitted 
closely over the butter anil half an inch 
tip tho edge of the package, tine dry salt 
in then pnt in smoothly to thu top; then 
a dry clotl» well wjished is tied down 
firmly, then parchment paper and thc» 
one more cloth. The air is thus exclud- 
ed, and (he butter will be us good or a 
little butler Hutu when it WHN packed, 
UH it undergoes a ripening process by 
which the line flavor of the best, butter 
is developed.—Montreal Herald.

Boycotting tbe Kaiser Canal. 


Both British aud German ship 


owners are raising slruug objections 
to the passage charges through the 
new Kaiser Wilhelm Canal, which 
they regard as excessive. They also 
express great dissatisfaction witb re- 
gard to the methods under which the 
canal is said to be managed. The in- 
efficiency of the administration, says 
the Berlin 1'oxt, is aggravated by dis- 
courtesy on the part of the pilots and 
subordinate officials. 
In consequence 


of tbe high-handed manner in which 
they are treated, many captains of 
vessels, after one experience, avoid 
tbe canal, pieferrine to take the 
longer passage around the Skaw. 
The Post urges the German Govern- 
ment to carefullv inquire into these 
grievances and apply the proper rem- 
edies.

Seed that is 
taken from the lield where the rust has 
beeu prevalent should always be subject 
to the hot water test. The seed we pur- 
chase from seedsmen should also be 
treated iu this way, for we know not 
how luauy rust spores ruay be in the 
seed to begin growing wheu the favor- 
able conditions are giveu. The bot wa- 
ter test is the only sure way of killing 
rust If doue properly, there is no dan- 
ger of injuring the vitality of tho seeds, 
while all the spores of disease will be 
thoroughly destroyed, writes au Ameri- 
can Cultivator correspondent.
